qualify a Perfon for Government. And the 
Obligations under which he laid the People, by 

his 
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Vis Publick Spirit, his unfainting Vigilance^ 
his unwearied Patience, and his expenfive Libe- 
ralities ever flowing upon fitch as were conflicting 
with the difficulties of a New Plantation, ought 
never to be forgotten. Yea, they flail be found 
after many Days / Tho Thefe are Ancient 
Things.

The' Son of Scipio Africanus wore a Signet- 
Ring, which had his , Fathers Face Engraven 
upon it • But becaufe he proved a Degenerate 
Perfon the People forced him to pull it off. Not 
fo, the Son of our WINTHROP. The People of 
the Mairachufett-Colony faw in him fo fair 
an Image of his Fathers Vermes, that while 
he was a very Toung Man, they chofe him a 
Magiitrate of the Colony, whereof his Father 
was the Governour- He alfo was a Perfon of 
cpnfpicuous and undiffembled Piety : Accom- 
plished with an Education in Trinity-Colledge, 
in Dublin, to which I had my f elf the Honour 
to be once related • By Travelling into many 
Countries,' yet more adorned with the Qualities 
cf a True Gentleman ; A Great Mafter in Phi- 
losophy : A Fellow of the ROYAL SOCIETY'. 
One who maintained a familiar Correfpondenct 
with the mofi eminint Virtuofo's of the Age ° 
And finally, the happy InfirHment of obtaining a 

Charter 
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Charter for the United Colonies of Connecti- 
cut and Newhaven ; who chofe him their Go- 
vernour aU the reft of his days, and enjoyed a 
Rich Blejfmg in him. 

Thefe Two appear among the Stars of the 
Firft Magnitude, in the Magnalia CHRISTI 
Americana, Celebrated by, The Church- 
Hiftory of New- En gland ; -where the Reader 
will find the Hiftory of their LIVES yielding a 
grateful Entertainment. 

A Third JOHN TVINTHROP, the Son 
and Grand] on of the former, fucceeded his Fa- 
ther, in the Government of that Colony 
-which ow'd fo much of its Life unto his 
Father. By his Agency for the Colony, be- 
fore he was chofen their Governour ; and by 
his prudent and faithful A&ivity for its 
Welfare afterwards, he merited an Honour- 
able Name ; And the Character in the Fu- 
neral Sermon on him given to the Vublick, 
Ten Tears ago, under the Title of, Mortali- 
ty Confidcred, by the fame hand, that is 
here again employed on the occafion that is 
now before us, was no more than he deferved. 

The 
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The Providence ofGOD, •which difpofes 
the Place, as well as the Time, of our 
Death, fo ordered, that both of the lafi 
mentioned Governours Died, in a Vifit which 
they made unto Bofton- And fo 'tis come 
to pafs, that the Grandfather, and the Father, 
and the Son, are Afleep in the Jame TOMB 
together, waiting for the Appearing of Him, 
who is our Life. 

Egyptian Pyramids, cannot fiiew a Collection 
of fucb Dufi, as this Tomb is enrich 'd withal I 

And now, a Tounger Brother of the lafi, is 
Gathered unto his Fathers. He fpent 
mofi of his Days in the Maflachufett-Co- 
lony ; where many of the moft Honourable 
Stations in tU Government, were ajjignd unto 
him : and forever anfwered with unf potted 
Integrity • the Probity of a Chriftian J the- 
Prudence, and the Temper, and the Conduct of a 
Gentleman. 

His Gsod Ajfeclion to the True and Befi 
Jnterefi of New-Engla n d 3 was continually 
demmftratei. His Principles were fucb, 
as New-England mufi always Efpoufe, or 
be mijerabk. His Courageous Appearance for 

hit 
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hi; Country } when the ftrongefi Invafion 
were made upon its Liberties, ought in Jufik 
to Immortalize him. 

And how many Thousands of Toor People, 
he Gemroujly and Compaffionately relieved -with 
Medicines (as weH as Counfils, ) which 
might have brought in great Sums of Money ', 
if the jufi value had been demanded for them, 
is beft known to Him } who honoured him, with 
making him the Instrument .of Doing Good 
unto Many. 

There was a Modefty in his Carriage} 
and a care to avoid Ofientatian. And the 
Obfequies of the Enfuing SERMON art 
paid him with a Modefty fuited unto him. 

Funeral-Sermons are fometimes in danger 
of over-doing : Tea, and of committing the 
Error o/Nero, who made the Senate Smile 9 
by applauding the Wifdom of his Vrtdecejfor 
Claudrus, in the Funeral Oration he made 
upon him. The Enfuing S E R M O N has not 
fallen into that Error. It briefly fpeaks nothing 
but the Truth, and what every one generally 
mns t& be True.

THEY are the Words of our 
Afcended SAVIOUR which 
now Comfort us and Ravifli 
us : Words worthy of the 
greatefl Attention in the World ; the 
Attention of all the World, 

B The 
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The Refurreclion of our SAVIOUR 
from the Dead, has been by many In- 
fallible Proofs confirmed unto us : And 
His whole Religion has therein had amoft 
IrrefiilibJe and Ungainfayable confir- 
mation. We are furniihed with theTefti- 
monies oi feveral Hundreds that faw 
Him with their Eyes, before His 
Afcenfion unto the Regions and Glories 
that are Above. Since His Afcenfion to 
the Heavenly World, He has alio been 
feen by fome Favourites of Heaven, who 
have made Reports of their Vifions unto 
us. The Apoftle John was one of the 
Perfons thus highly favoured of the 
Lord : The Difciple whom Jefus loved ; 
and once His Coufm-German. Our 
Apoftle had been very familiar with our 
SAVIOUR in the Days of His Humili- 
ation ; anB had ufually lain in His Bo- 
fom y that is to fay, fat next Him in the 
Difcumbiture at the Table. - But now 
having a view of Him in the Glory of the 
High-Prieflhood^ exercifed by Him in 

the 
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the more than Royal Circumftances of 
the temple Above, he jell down at His 
Feet as Dead ; He was not able to bear 
the view of lb tranfcendentaG/*ry. Our 
SAVIOUR to relieve His tranfported 
and furprifed Servant laies His Enli- 
vening Hand upon him, andfpeaksthefe 
among ibme other Words of Life unto 
him : ( which we have hitherto tranfla- 
ted fo ) / have the Keys of Hell and of 
Death. A Key is an ancient and very 
proper Enfign of Government. When 
we read it fpoken of one Raifedby God y 
Ifai. XXII. 22. The Key of the Houfe 
of David, will I lay upon his Shoulder ; 
the meaning was, that the Government 
of the Houfe mould be aflignd unto 
him. Our SAVIOUR would have his 
fainting Servant here made fenfible, That 
his Life was at the Difpofal of the Lord, 
at whofe Feet he feem'd now expiring. 
At the fame time, He aflerts more; no 
lefs than all Lives in the World, are at: 
His Difpofal. 

B % You 
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You muft allow me to complain of 

one Word in our Tranflation of my 

Text ; and infill upon the Correcting 

and Altering of it. It is the Word, Hell. 

The Greek Tearm Hades ought to be 

tranflated. The lnvifible World. Hell, or, 

the Prifon of the Damned, is but a very 

little part, and only the wretched part 

of the lnvifible World. It bears no 

more proportion to the lnvifible Worlds 

than fome toll, defolate Rock, fuppoie 

among die Ifles of Scilly, cocs to a 

mighty Ifland, enriched with all the 

Grandeurs of a Flourilliing Empire. A 

Britifh Monarch would reckon it an odd 

fort of Diminution unto his Titles, to 

make this one of a principal Figure a- 

mongthem, The King of Newgate, No; 

What our Great Redeemer here claims, 

is an Authority over the whole lnvifible 

World? and particularly over the Dead 

in that World? and over the Death at 

and by which Men pafs into that World. 

And 
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And this is the DOCTRINE, on 
which I would now invite you to ac- 
company me in fome affe&uous Medi- 
tations. 

Our Great SAVIOUR, has the Go- 
vernment of the Invijihle Worlds and 
the Power to Difpofe oj thofe who 
do hy Death pafi into that World. 

The Eternal SON of GOD, Incarnate 
in our JESUS, hzsths Government of the 
whole World committed into His Glo- 
rious Hand. Tho J each of the Three 
Perfons in the Infinite God-Head, concur 
in the Government of the World, yet the 
Providence of GOD is now after a pecu- 
liar manner adminiftredby our Enthroned 
Mediator. 

Behold, A very confiderable ObjcA 
of the Government exercried by our Ad- 
mirable SAVIOUR on the Throne of 
GOD ! The Itrbifible World is under 
His Government ; All they that pafs into 
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it, are fo ; Their Taffage is id. We 
muftlay this down as amoftunqueftio- 
nable Preliminary ; There is an Invifible 
W^rld. The Demonftrations we have 
had of fuch'a World, have beenfuch, 
that no room has been left for the kaft 
Q-ieftibn of it. In the days of the Old 
Teftament, a Cloud of Glory fometimes 
making a defcent from that World, was 
a Demonftration, fo notorious, and fo 
victorious, that a SadJucee mud be a 
Frodigy. 'In the New "Teftament, bcfides 
the Miraculous Gifts of the Primitive 
Church, we have the Refurreclion of our 
SAVIOUR, and His withdraw to That 
Worlci, for a decifive Demonftration. 
Sirs, There is an Invifible World ; but 
indeed a' World of iiich Grandeur, offuch 
Extent, offuch variety, that our Vifible 
World here, were but the light duft of the 
Bahmcecompareduntoit. \' erilyChrifti- 
ans do wifely in making this their Cha- 
racter, i Cor. 4.18. Wtlook to the Things 
which ar* not feetf.

Invifible World. 



I. There is a Glorified part of the In 
vifible World ; And our Great SAVI- 
OUR has this part at that World under 
His Government. The largefl part of 
the Invifible World by far, is replenifhed 
with Glorified Inhabitants. It is Inha- 
bited by Spirits that GOD has placed 
His Everlajiing Love upon, and that 
acknowledge Him with perpetual and 
agreeable Returns of Love. GOD Shines 
on them, Dwells in them, Comforts them 
with Influences of His Grace ; They 
Live to GOD, and Live in Fulnffs of 
Joy, and Fleafures for evermore. Now 
all thefe Glorified Ones are under the 
Government of our SAVIOUR. The 
grcateft Man upon Earth was once com- 
pelled unto that Confeffion ; Dan. IV. 
35. He doth according to His Will in the 
Army of Heaven ; and none can flay His 
Hand, or fay unto Him, what doefi thou ? 
Firft ; There are Angels of many Or- 
ders, in the Invifible World ; All under 
the Government of our SAVIOUR. 

The 
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The Multitude of the Heavenly //oft, in 
the Invifible Worlds is what cannot be 
numbred ; But our SAVIOUR is The 
Lord of Hofis : He has the command of 
that aitoni filing Multitude ; There is no 
Number of His Armies I We do not go to 
the Myftical Divinity of any pretended 
Areopagites or other Vifionaries^ to learn 
what Orders there may be among the 
Angels of GOD. But the Infallible O- 
racies have afTured us, That there are 
Sundry Orders among them. There 
are Angels of a lower Station; and there 
are Archangels that are Supcriour to 
them. We read, Col. I. io\ There 
are Thrones^ and Dominions , and Princi- 
palitiesy and Powe ™,among the Angels of 
Heaven. Among Men, there are Kings, 
and there are Vice-roys under thele ; 
and there are Governours under thefe ; 
and there are Magiftrates under thefe. 
It may be thofe Four Terms in the An- 
gelical World, are fomewhat anfwered 
by thefe Four different Ranks in ours. 

But 
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But whatever be the Diftin&ion of the 
Holy Angels, they are ail under the 
Government of our SAVIOUR. They 
would no longer be Holy Angels, if they 
fhould refufe to be fo. The Innumera- 
ble Company of Angels, all Governed, all 
Commanded, all Manag'd, by JESUS, 
the Mediator of the New Covenant ! They 
are mighty Angels, but they proftrate 
themfelves before our SAVIOUR, as 
before the" Lor d GOD Almighty. We 
are cold, i Pet. III. 22. He is gone into 
Heaven, and is on the Right Hand of 
GOD, Angels and. Authorities, and Powers 
being made fuhj eft unto Him. Our SA- 
VIOUR having the Scepter of GOD 
put into His Hand, All the Angels re- 
ceived this Command of GOD, Adore 
Him, and Obey Him, ye Angels. They 
do it accordingly ; They do it molt 
Readily, Cheerfully. Conftantly ; Al- 
ways upon the Wing to do it. ye 
Angels s that excel! in Strength ; you do 
His Commandments, and you re Joyce to do 
C them 
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them ; you hearken to the voice of His 
Word, and are the Minifters which do 
His Pleafure. The Higheft Angels fit 
Heaven, count it their Dignity to be 
the Vaffals of our SAVIOUR. O what 
a Potentate is ourSAV IOUR ! What a 
King of Kings I What a Lord of Lords ! 
Never, Never, any Emperour fo attended 
on ! Oh ! Look up, and fee the At- 
tendance of your SAVIOUR. SeeThou- 
fands of Tboufands Mini firing unto Him ; 
See Myriads of Myriads /landing before 
Him. Remember, the leafl m this 
fvafl Retinue, is a greater Thing, than 
the greatefl Manxxxzx. ever breathed upon 
the Face of the Earth. And then fall 
down, with the many Angels about the 
Throne of your SAVIOUR; Fall in with 
that Loud Voice of them ; Worthy, 
worthy art thou, our Great SAVIOUR, to 
receive Power, and Riches, and Wifdom, 
and Strength », and Honour ; and Glory, and 
Blejfwg* 

Secondly.- 
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Secondly ; There are the Departed 
Souls of the Faithful, in the Invifible 
World ; All under the Government: of 
our SAVIOUR. One very confidera- 
ble Divifion in the Invifible World, is 
the Paradife of GOD ; That Paradife 
wherein the Souls of Good Men that 
have left their Bodies, have a fvveet 
Lodging affign'd unto them ; That Para- 
dife where the Souls of Good Men dwell 
in Eafe, when their Seed Inherit the 
Earth which they leave unto them. 
Here are thofe which the Ancients called, 
Abdita Animarum Receptacula : The 
Hidden Receptacles of Humane Souls. 
Here the Paradife, wherein the Souls of 
Expiring Saints are Comforted. Was it 
not with 1ome Eye to this, that our 
SAVIOUR faidunto HisDilciples ? Joh. 
XIV. 2, 3. In my Fathers Houfe are many 
Manfions : I go to prepare a place fpryou ; 
I will come again, and receive you unto my 
felf. In the place thus prepared for us, 
there are Manfions for the Souls that had 
C 2 begun 
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begun die Life of God, before they left 
the Tabernacles of Clay which belonged 
unto them. The Souls which while 
they were Sheathed in their Bodies, were 
full of Devotion towards God, and full 
of Benignity towards Men ; the Sculs 
which then had a principle from. Above 
feafonably infufed into them, which 
difpofed them to the Fear of GOD, and 
the Faith oi His CHRIST, and an ha- 
tred of all Sin, and a patient SubmiiTion 
to the Divine Wih ? in every thing, and a 
concern to Do Good unto all that have 
been concerned in them ; Such Souls 
being by Mortality taking out of their 
Sheathes, arc taken into a Paradife, 
where they Enter into Peace, and they 
Reft from their Labours. Death, like an 
hot and ilrong Forge, has run outofthofe 
Holy Souls,. ■Sill the Drofs, which all the 
Ordinances and all the Calamities for- 
merly employed upon them, had left re- 
mainingin them. The Holy Souls, as 
y arc now under the Cuftody, fo they 

are 
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arc under the Government of our SAVI- 
OUR. They were Souls, which before 
they went from hence, had received 
Chnft the Lord, and declared their Con- 
fent, and their Defire, to be Governed 
by Him ; and they were fitted by this 
to be received among His mod Loyal 
Subjects, in whom there is not left Co 
much as One Thought, but what is 
brought into Subjection unto Him. They 
were Souls which at their going from 
hence, did commit themfelves into His 
Hands, and- lay, Lord JESUS, Receive 
me ! And He has taken them into His 
Hands ; taken them under His Pro- 
tection. Theie Holy Souls, do pay a 
Worjhipwmo our SAVIOUR. Thefe 
Things in Heaven, which have been 
Reconciled unto GOD, by the Blood of our 
SAVIOUR, do own Him as the Lord 
that bought them ; They are His for 
He has Bought them. And by Waiting 
on Him wish a quiet Expectation, un- 
til He fhall Revere their BodiesXQ them; 

and 
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and bring on the Revolution which they 
exceedingly long for, they teflify how 
much they own. His Power over them. 
The Petition ofthefe Holy Souls unto 
our SAVIOUR, to bring them out from 
the flate of the Dead,is, as we read,Rev. 
VI. 10* How long, Lord, Holy and 
True, doft thou not > But He fays unto 
them, fou mufl refl for a feafon. They 
Acquiefce in His Orders ; Becaufe He 
tnay do what He will with them, they 
go on in theirfVhite Roles to do the parts 
of Priefts before Him, and wait all the 
Days if their appointed Time, until their 
Change come. ' 'Tis Thou, that hail: the 
c Appointing of our Time, O our SA- 
f VIOUR ; And we mall remain among 
* the Dead, until Thou fh alt call, and we 
c Jhall anfwer Thee ; and thou malt have 
f a Defoe again to fee the Bodies, which 
f. were the work of thy Hands. The 
Keys of the Glorified World are in the 
Hands of our SAVIOUR. And verily, 
The Keys ofibeBottomlefs Fit are fo too!

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//. There is a Miserable part of the 
Invifible World; And our Great SA- 
VIOUR has this part of that Worldxxn- 
der His Government. A part there is 
of the Invifihle World, where mifirable 
Pr/Jbners have an uneafy Confinement 
upon them. 'Tisthat wherein there are 
confined Spirits that are full of Enmity 
againll God ; in a total Defpair that 
He who made them will have mercy on 
them, and that He who formed them ivi/H 
(hew them any Favour : Tortured with 
a fearful Expectation of a fiery Indignation 
to devour them, in the Day when God 
fha/l Judge the World.

*nt of cur SAVIOUR. We have 

bssk* 
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been informed, Jude 6. Concerning, 
Angels that kept not their fir ft eft ate, but 
left their own Habitation, and are ;iow 
referved in Everlafting Chains, under 
Darknefs; unto the Judgment of the Great 
Day. There are Devils, who role up 
in Rebellion againft GOD, and ib be- 
came full of Averfion for ail the Things 
that are Holy, and Juft & Good. Thefe 
Devils are full ofallfubtilty and all mif- 
chief, and the enemies of all Right eoufnefs, 
and mediant contrivers to pervert the 
Children of Men, from the Right ways 
of the Lord. Among thefe, there is a 
Prince of Devils, vvhofe Name is Belze- 
lub ; and who is called, The Prince of 
the Power of the Air. Our Air has Un- 
known /warms of them ; Here is a Power 
of them. Devils, whole Hearts are 
fully fet in them to do evil ; They are 
bent upon giving allpoffible Annoyance 
to the Kingdom of GOD; and being filled 
with Envy againft Man they go about 
feekivg whom they may deftroy, among 

the 
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the Children of Men. Thefe Devils 
being united, as under One Sultan, fo in 
one Malice, and in one Defign, we fpeak 
of them, as if there were but one Devil, 
when we fpeak of what we fuffer from 
them. Tho' we mention, The Devil, 
as our Adverfary ; the warning to us of 
them is, We are many. The Satan,\\ho 
is our Adverfary, is a bigger Hofl than 
Zerah, the Ethiopians. The Tempter, is 
whole Troops aifaulting us, with anun- 
fpeakable variety of Temptations : Ar- 
rows enough to darken the Sun. But all 
the Devils are under the Government of 
our SAVIOUR. While our SAVIOUR 
was among us, a little while in appea- 
rance lower than the Angels, even then 
the Devils trembled before Him. None 
of the Devils durft refill, if in any in- 
ftance it came to that ; Mar. i. 2.5-. JE- 
SUS rebuked him, faying, hold thy peace, 
and come out. Poor Creatures, They 
could not fo much as enter into an Herd

Sure- 
ly, Now our SAVIOUR is upon His 
Throne high and lifted up, the Devils are 
Limited, and Fettered by Him.

The De- 
vils want neither for will, rtor for/// -ength 
to make upon Mankind an amazing 
Havock : But our Coniblation is, that 
they are all Governed by our SAVI- 
OUR ; who makes the Wrath o/Hell to 
praife Him, and the remainder of that 
wrath does He rejlrain. The Church of 
GOD would loon be ruined, and the 
Gates of Hell would prevail againft it j 
were it not that our SAVIOUR fays to 
the Devils, Hither toy ou jhall go, and no 
further ! Here Jh a 11 your proud waves he 
ft aid. Therefore, O Thou Infernal Affy- 
rian, The Daughter of Zion hath waken 
her Head at thee ! Let every particu- 
lar Believer alio take the comfort of it. 
Child of GOD, The Devils may roar up- 
on thee ; But O make thy Flight unto 
thy SAVIOUR : He can do what He 

pleales 
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pleafcs with the Devils. He can rate 
them off at His pleafure. He can Jim 
the Enemy, and the Avenger, with one 
ftamp of His Foot, and Iruife him under 
thy Feet.

Secondly, There are the unhappy Souls 
of the Wicked, in the Invifible World ;

In that place, they arc 
with horror expecting the greater Tor- 
went) that will at the Day of Judgment 
be inflicted on them. O the Anguifh 
of the Souls thus in outer ctarknefs ? The 
outcry, wretched one that lam: There 
will he novo none to deliver me I But thefe 
wretched Souls, are all under the Govern- 
ment of our SAVIOUR. While they 
were upon Earth their crime was that 
High-Treafon ; They faidof our SAVI- 
OUR, He fhall not Reign over us.

///. The Appointment of the various 
Condition which the Souls of Men do 
find in the Invifible World ; This is un- 
der the Government of our SAVIOUR, 
The difpofal of Souls ; 'tis Governed by 
our SAVIOUR : We read, Ezek.XVHI, 
4. Behold, All Souls are mine, faith our 
SAVIOUR. And, Behold, our SAVI- 



OUR 
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OUR has the Determination of what {hall 
be done with them all. The Keys of 
the feveral Apartments in the Invifible 
World, are in the Hands of our SAVI- 
OUR. He opens One to One Soul ; A- 
nother to Another. 

Our SAVIOUR appoints, who fhall 
be Admitted into the Glorified World. 
We read of thofe Gates ; Ifai. XXVI. z. 
Openye the Gates, that the Righteous Na- 
tion, may enter in. There are Gates 
which have that Motto on them, Except 
a Man be born again, he cannot fee the 
Kingdom of God. There are Gates which 
have that Motto on them, Without Ho- 
linefs no man fhall fee the Lord. Our- 
SAVIOUR has the Keys of thofe Golden 
Gates. He knows what Souls are made 
meet for the Inheritance of the Saints in 
Light; For is islTe that made them f'uch. 
Our SAVIOUR determines, who fhall 
pafs into the Chambers, where they fhall 
have all Tears wiped from their Eyes, and 
where they mall fee God, Be fure,Nonc 

(hall 
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fhall pals into them without His Ap- 
probation. Coming there, they may 
fay, 7 he King has brought me into His 
Chambers. 

"Tis alio our SAVIOUR, that ap- 
points who ihall be committed unto the 
AJiferable World. We read the Mitti- 
wtfj-forthe impious and unufeful and un- 
fruitful Sinner ; Mat. XXV. 30. Qafitht 
unprofitable fervant into outer darknefs ; 
lis our SAVIOUR who figns the Mit- 
timus. There are dark Cells appropri- 
ated unto the Souls that returning to 
God that gave them y when the Dufi re- 
turns to the Earth, are found unreconciled 
unto God, and unqualify d and undif- 
pofcd for Communion with Him ; Our 
SAVIOUR has the Keys of thofe dark 
Cells ; thofe doleful, woful,tremendous 
Caverns. Tis determined by our SA- 
VIOUR, who lhall pafs into the difmal 
Vaults, where they (hall never fee Light', 
Where things worfe than Rattle-Snakes 
coyl about them,hideous Fiends are their 

Companions, 
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Companions, and their Tormentors ; 
Where they are hardly be/lead,and Curfe 
Cod, and look upward. He fays, Let thefe 
pafs into darknefs, into dark places, amon^ 
them that are dead of old \ Let them theie 
be fo 'hedgeh about, that they cannot get 
out, and. make their Chain heavy ; Aifo 
when they cry and /bout, Let their Frayer 
he jbut out. Thefe arc the Keys in the 
Hands of our SAVIOUR. And yet 
thele not all the Keys ! 

IV. The Circumftances of Men in 
their Death, by which they pafs into 
the Invifible World, Thefe are under the 
Government of our SAVIOUR. Our 
SAVIOUR has the Keys of Death, as 
well as of Hades, in His Glorious Hands; 
Of Death which lets Men into the In- 
vifile World. We muft all fay to our 
SAVIOUR with the Pfalmift ; Pfal. 
XXXI. 1 e\ My Times are in thy Hands-. 
Our Lives are entirely atthedilpofal of 
our SAVIOUR. We Dye juft when, and 
as Thou wilt, our SAVIOUR. O, may 

our 
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our SAVIOUR now have that Glory 
from us ! Even that Glory ; Pfal. XLII. 
8. The God of my Life. Some there are, 
who Dye in their Touth ; yea, they Dye 
in their full Strength. Perfons as likely 
to live, as any living, are taken ofFby 
an untimely Death. How comes this to 
pais > Our SAVIOUR, who has the 
Keys of Death in His Hands, would have 
the Gites of Death to be opened jufl 
How for thefe Perfons. They mud jufl 
Now go the way of all the Earth, and go 
into the Invifible World. It is becaufe 
our SAVIOUR will have it fo. O you 
iurviving Friends of the Dead, furely 
you will now fee enough to filence all 
Murmurs, all Complaints under your 
Bereavements ? Tis your SAVIOUR, 
Avho has done, what is come to pafs. 
And it becomes you now to be in that 
pofture of mind ; Pfal. XXXIX. 9. / 
was dumb, I opened not my mouth, becaufe 
thou didfl it. Again, Some there are, 
who Live to Old Age. Yea, fome who 
F. have 
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have been but weakly Perfons ; of ten- 
der and crazy Conilitutions ; and have 
alio undergone many killing Labours, 
and many Killing Troubles ; yea, Per- 
haps have been ibmctimes Nigh unto 
Death. But afcer more than half a 
Hundred Years, they may lay, Having 
obtained help from God, I continue to this 
Day. Well • And whence is this? Our 
SAVIOUR, who has the Keys of Death 
in His Hands, would have the Gates of 
Death to be kept Ihut upon thefe Per- 
sons all this while. Our SAVIOUR 
would not let them fee the hvifble 
World all this while. With what Gra- 
titude, Lon^ Livers, ought we to cele- 
brate the Kindnefs of our SAVIOUR / 
The Song was ; Pial. CIII. i, 4. Blefs 
the Lord, my Soul; And all that is 
within me, Blefs His Holy Name : Who 
redeems thy life from deflrullion. Our 
Song this Day may be ,• \ Blefs thy SA-

denly. ? This coo is determined by our 
SAVIOUR, who has the Keys of £m/I 
in His Illuftrious Hands. Here, whac 
can we do, bur magnify our SAVIOUR, 
with a moil profound Refignation unco 
Him ? O Refign all to Him, and fay, 
My SAVIOUR, Thy Servant is willing to 
Depart^ even in fuch a Way, as thou /halt' 
order for me. 

And now, What remains but this Im- 
portanc and Importunate EXHORTA- 
TION ? Souls, Get into Good Terms 
with your Great SAVIOUR. In the 
Invifible World, on the edges whereof 
you ever Hand, and at the approaching 
Death which will tranfmit you into it, 
you will fee the marvellous Confe- 
rences. 

But what have we to do, that wc may 
be in Good Terms with our SAVIOUR ? 

Firft. Let the Doors of our Souls be 
now opened unto the Knocks of our SA- 
VIOUR. 
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VIOUR. Our SAVIOUR fo applies 
Himfelf unco our Sauls ; Rev. III. 20 - 
Behold, I ft and at the Door and Knock." 
His Demands are, Let me come, and 
Reign in thy Soul ; and with Holy Opera- 
tions communicate Light, and Life, and 
Joy unto thy Soul.

Be able moil fincerely to lay unto our SA- 
VIOUR ; Lord, Thy Word and thy Love 
fiall he my Law ; I cheerfully take thy 
Toke upon me. Honour we our SAVI- 
OUR, with a continual and an univer- 
sal and unwearied Obedience : Never, 
Never weary of well-doing before Him. 

And now, Behold, the Glorious Con- 
fequences of this Vital PIETY. 

Firft. 
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Firft. Now, He that: has the A'^ys of 
the Invifible World-, and of Death, in 
His Hands, will not open 7te Worlds 
nor by £)e*/£ lend you unto it, while 
you have any Work to do for Him in 
This World.

Your SAVIOUR will 
open to you, a World, where the wicked 
ceafe from Troubling,and the weary are at 
Rejl ; A World where there (hall he no 
more Death, nor any more pain, for the 
former things are faffed away : A World, 

(And 
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(And I now fpeak a Word worth a 
Thouiand Worlds ! ; Where you fha" 
never Sin any more ; where all the R 
mainders of Indwelling Sin (hall be for 
ever extirpated from you. Yea, you 
fliall have an Open and Abundant Entrana 
into that World. A World, which, Oh! 
why no more longed for ! 

Thirdly. He that has the Keys of 
the Invifible World and of Dearly in His 
Hands, has the Keys of the Grave too. 
He will bring you back from the Invi- 
fible World, with a Re fur region from the 
Dead. All the dufty Chambers of Death 
areunderthe Government of our SAVI- 
OUR : He will oblige them one Day 
to give up their Dead. O Believers on 
Him, When you feel your felvcs brought 
by Him to the Brink of the Grave, you 
may hear Him faying unto you, Do not 
fear to go down, I will fur ely bring thee up 
again.

Affairs, With a Peaceable Temper, and 
a true Love to our Country, nor never- 
to-be-forgotten , offers to launch 

out for the prefervatiou of our Precious 
jnJ^Pleafant Things, will prevent the 
palling in. Perhaps, they pafs in Quiet- 
ly and with an Eafy Mind ; which gives 
the Survivors an Eafy Mind. Behold, All 
ye your f elves have feen it !

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If our Glorious LORD will have the 
Gates of Death opened, no exa& care 
for Doing Jufiice, no mining proofs of 
Loving Mercy, no humble and lelf-judging 
Watchfulncfs in Walking with GOD* 
will prevent the palling in. And if they 
f>afs in, with a Soul overwhelmed in 
Self-Abafements, yet the Reft given to 
them is Glorious : Yea, the more fo, 
for fuch Preparations. Behold, All ye 
jour f elves have feen it ! 

If our Glorious LORD will have 
them who ferve His Tables among His

Confcience, does but the better prepare 
them to go. Behold, All ye your felvts

Hefball enter into peace : they fhatl reft 
in their beds> each one walking in his 
uprightnefs. 

IN the beginning of this Chapter the 
Prophet Ifaiah gives an account of 
the degeneracy and ftupidity of 
the Times wherein he lived. The 
righteous peri(heth, and no man (ayeth it 

to heart They did not duly confider 

the operation of God's Hand in taking 

away the Righteous by Death, nor were 

they fuitably affected with it. They 

A % did 
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did nor difcern the figns of the Times, 
nor would they obferve the warning 
which God gave them of approaching 
Calamities, in the removal of fuch as 
wcfd Upright before God in their Ge- 
neration : None considering that the righ- 
teous is tdken away from the evil to come. 

In the Second Vcrfe wherein is our 
Text, the Prophet comforts the People 
of God from the eonfideration of the 
Peaceful End of the Upright, and of the 
.Reft which they enjoy after Death. He 
fha II enter into peace : or, he mall go in 
peace ,• or as fbmc read the Words, 
Peace mail come; to wit, to him. They 
go in peace when they leave this troubfe- 
fome World ,* and their departed S'pirits 
are refrelh'd and comforted in the Para- 
dice of God. 

1 hey {hall rej} in their leds. As their 
Souls ace taken to a place of perfect 
Peace ; fo their Bodies are laid in the 
Grave where they fhall reft 'till die 
Fefurretfion, whentho {hadows of Death 

fhall 
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fhall be turn'dinto the Tight of the Morn- 
ing. Here's a fudden change of the 
number, which is not unufual in the 
Prophets. Each one walking in his upright- 
vefir; or, that waikcth uprightly, or in 
ftraightnefs, making flraight paths in 
the way of God's Commandments, 
without declining to the right hand, or 
to the left. Before Him : So Arias Mon- 
tanuSj and others read the Word .* i. e. 
before God ; as in His fight, and feeing 
Him who is Invifible. 

In the Words wemayobferve, x.The 
Character and Defcription of the Chil- 
dren of God : They walk in Uprightncfs. 
While they live they walk with God in 
Sincerity, ordering their lleps according 
to the rules laid down in His Word 
a. We have the Privilege and BlefTednefs 
of liich aliened and defcribed : He Jha/l 
enter into peace: They fhall refi in their 
heds. 

In the Words there is contained this 
Dgffrine^ 

DOC- 
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DOCTRINE. 

The People of God, who walk in their 
Vprightnefs while they Live, jhall 
enter into Peace, and reft in their 
Graves, as in Beds, when they Die. 

PROP. I. It is the Charatler of the 
Children of God that they walk in their 
ZJprightnefi. 

PROP. II. // 'is their Happinefs, that 
they fh all enter into Peace, and reft in their 
Graves, as in Beds, when they Die. 

PROP. I. It is the Charatler of the 
Children of God that they walk in their 
Uprightness. Every true Believer, who 
is a Child of God by Faith in Jefus 
Chrift, is a perfect and upright Man. 
Under this Proportion, I fhall endea- 
vour to fhovv what is implied in walk- 
ing in Uprightnefs, and fo explain and 
illuftratc this Chara&er. 

Here 
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Here we may obferve, that this Word 
as ufed in the Scriptures, is of much 
the fame import with Perfection, 
Sincerity, Integrity. As it is here 
ufed, it can't intend Sinlefs Per- 
feci ion, We read, Eccl. 7. 29. God hath 
made man upright 5 hut they have [ought 
cut many inventions. The Word for 
Man is Adam. God made our firft Pa- 
rents right in fmlefs Perfection : But 
Adam finn'd, and we in him. Andfince 
the Fall all are conceiv'd in fm, and go 
aft ray from the Womb. And there is 
no Man but hath the remains of this 
Original Corruption abiding in him. 
The Law which is the rule of Right be- 
tween God and Man, and an Eternal 
rule of Righteouincfs demands perfect 
Obedience, and threatens the Curfe upon 
the leaft defect:. Gal. 3. 10. Curfed h 
every one that continueth not in all things 
which are written in the Book of the Law 
to do them. And therefore the Pfalmift 
deprecates God's being ft rift to mark ini- 
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fuity, Pfal. 143. z. The hoiieft Men 
that ever lived had Sin remaining in 
them. Noah was a juft Man, and per- 
fect in bis Generations, Gen. 6. 9. And 
yet he was overtaken with the Sin of 
Drunkennefs. Job was perfect and up- 
right : And yet he makes that confeflion, 
Job 9. 10. Ij I jufiify my J elf mine own 
mouth Jhall condemn me : if I fay I am 
perfecly it Jhall alfo prove me perverfe. 
How pafiionately doth the Apoftle Paul 
cry out, wretched man that I am ! who 
(hall deliver me from the body of this death > 
Inhere was never any Man fince the 
Fall, excepting the Man CHRIST 
JESUS, (who is GOD as well as Man; 
perfectly free from Sin. Indeed God is 
laid to fee no iniquity in Jacob, or per- 
verfenefs in Ifrael The perfect Righ- 
teoufnefs of Chrift covers all the Sins 
of His People ; God beholds no iniquity 
m them lb as to impute it. However, 
all want of conformity to, ortranlgreffion 
of the Law of God, is Sin, under the 

Covenant 



of the Upright. 7 

Covenant of Grace, as well as under the 
Covenant of Works : But here is the 
difference ; the Sins of Believers do not 
expofe them to the condemnation of the 
Law, and to the Sword of Vindictive 
Juflice ; becaufe their Surety hath born 
their iniquities, & made Reconciliation 
for them. The Children of God know 
but in part, and are fan&ified but in 
part. Eccl". 7. ^o. There is not a jufi 
wan upon earth thatdoeth good and finneth 
not. While they live in this World they 
fin daily, and therefore they live a life 
of Repentance and Godly Sorrow, and 
mult daily go to that Fountain which is 
fet open to the houfe of David^ — for fin and 
for uncleannefs. The beft Men upon 
Earth come ihort in every duty : None 
are able perfectly to keep the Com- 
mandments of God. Their houfes of 
Clay muft be pulled down, before the 
leprofy of Sin will be wholly taken a- 
way ; and their Souls muft be feparated 
from tlipir Bodiesby Death, before they 
B can 
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can attain the fpotlefs purity of thefpi- 
rits of jufi Men made \ perfeft. The 
brightefl Lights that ever ihone in the 
Church Militant have had their fpots. 

But to fpeak Pofitively. 

I. Walking in uprightnefs prefuppofeth 
this, that the Dominion of Jin is defiroyed 
in God s People, and the image of God, in all 
the Graves of the Spirit, is created in them. 
Every Child of God is renew' d in the 
whole Man, after His Image. All the 
Divine Laws mull be written on our 
hearts by theFinger ofGod, and we mult 
be fct right with God, or our ways can't 
be upright before Him. Every Man is 
by nature under the dominion of lull, 
and the way of fin is the way of his own 
hearts And therefore unlefs God create 
in us a clean heart, and renew within us 
a right Jpirit ; it is as much impoflible 
for us to walk in uprightnefs, as it is 
for the Dead to arife and walk. The 
motion of natural Bodies is according to 
their principle, and the laws imprefs'd 

upon 
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upon them. And thus the motions of 
the Soul in moral actions are according 
to the biafs that is upon it. While our 
inclinations are corrupt, our ways will 
be unclean. While we are governed by 
the law in our members, we can't walk 
in uprightnefs. This doth therefore 
necefTarily fuppofe that the People of 
God are renewed in the fpirit of their 
minds ; being deliver'd from the domi- 
nion of fin. Their Understandings are 
favingly enlightened to fee the path of 
Life ; their Wills renew'd, fo that they 
chufe the ways of God's Teftimonies : 
their AfFe&ions fan&ifled, and by them 
their Souls are forwarded in the way of 
God's Commandments. Thus every 
Power is refcued from the bondage of 
Porruption; and Grace takes pofleflion of 
every faculty. The image of God is 
engraven on the hearts of His Children 
in every line of it. There is an inte- 
grity and perfe&ion of parts in the new 
Man : For of Chrift's fulnefsthey receive 
B z and 
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and Grace for Grace ; tho' it be imper- 
fect as to degrees. And tho' every lull 
remains in fome degree, yet there is no 
luft but what is caft down from it's u- 
furped Throne, Every Child of God is 
born of the Spirit, and is denominated 
from his better part, a perfett and up- 
right Man. All old things are pafs'd 
away, and all things are become new. 

i. Walking in uprightncfs intends that 
we make the Word of God our Rule in our 
way, & have a refpett to all His Command- 
ments. The Upright endeavour that 
their obedience may be extended in fome 
good meafure, in proportion to the 
breadth of God's Law ; and none of 
God's Commands are grievous to them. 
They delight in the whole Law, and are 
obedient to every Precept in it ; they 
make Confcience not only of obeying 
thofe Commands which immediately re- 
fpe6tGod,but alfo of thofe which refpecl 
their Neighbour. They neither fepa- 
rate theTables of the Lawyior daih them 

in 
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in pieces one againft another. They d© 
not pick & chufe, and fay, Thefe Com- 
mands we will do, thofe we will leave 
undone ; but earneftly defire that their 
hearts may be directed to keep all God's 
Commandments. They allow not 
themfelves intheomiflion of any known 
duty. Secret as well as open duties 
bear the {lamp of the Divine Authority, 
and therefore are impartially regarded 
by them. The Children of God take 
His Word for a light to their feet, and a 
lamp to their path. In the Law of God 
our duty is marked out to us, and the 
way to Bleflednefs laid out before us ; 
and therefore the Upright do take care 
to walk in the Law of the Lord, and 
dare not allow themfelves in patting o-. 
ver thefe lines and bounds which their 
Lawgiver hath fet and defcribed there- 
in. They make it their bufineis to or- 
der their Converfation according to this 
Law of Liberty. They take the Word 
of God for their directory, and worfliip 

Him 
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Him according to His own Institutions 
and Appointments. They labour to 
underfland the Orders and Ordinances 
of God's Houfe as revealed in His Word, 
and keep clofe to them. In a Word, 
the Grace of God which hath appeared 
to them in the Gofpel, teaches them ro 
live Soberly righteoufly and godly in 
this prefent evil World. 

3. Walking in uprightnefs intends that 
we hate every falfe way. The upright 
do not allow themfelves %o walk in any 
forbidden path, or to turn afide to the t 
crooked ways of fin. There is no way ] 
of wickednefs, tho' it leem to be never 
fo pleafant and gainful ; but what they 
heartily define to forfake. They lay 
afide the fin that doth moft eajily befet 
them, and thro' the Spirit they mortify 
the deeds of the Flefh, even thofc be- 
loved lufts, which their Conftitution, | 
Employment^ Coverfation might mofl 
incline them to. Pfal. 18. 23. / was alfo 
upright before him : and I kept my felf 

from 
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from mine iniquity. They are cleans'd 
from fecret faults, and kept back from 
:» prefumptuous fins, fo that they have not 
dominion over them. 

4. Walking in uprightnefs intends that 
Believers do walk as being fenfible that 
Cod 's Eye is upon them, and as feeing Him 
who is Invifihle. We have already ob- 
fcrved that fome tranflate the Word, 
before Him. They order their Life and 
Convcrfation under a realizing view of 
the Prefence of God. They believe that 
truth, Prov. 1 5*. 3. The Eyes of the Lord 
are in every place beholding the evil and 
the good. And they acl as of fincerityin 
the fight of God. The Hypocrite is 
ready to fay in his heart, Doth God 
know, can he judge through the dark cloud. 
But the Upright Man makes that con- 
fefTion of his Faith, PfaJ. 139. 3. Thou 
compafsefl my path, and my lying down, 
and art acquainted with all my ways. And 
this belief of the Omnifcience and Om- 
n'iprefetice r;f GQD governs him in his 

walk, 
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walk, and makes him take care ro ap- 
prove himfelf to God, by having his 
Converfation in fimplicity & godly fince- 
rity. ' The Children of God do live in 
Obedience to that command, Gen.17.1. 
lam the Almighty God, walk before me, 
and he thou perfeff. They live and ad 
under this apprehenfion, that they are 
continually in the pretence of that God' 
who is their Judge and Rewarder .• And 
therefore they defire truth in the inward 
parts, and fee to it that the inward tem- 
per and frame of their minds be agrea- 
ble to their outward profeffion. By Faith 
they fee Him who is Invifible to fenfe. 
They are fenfible that He fees all their 
tho'ts afar off, and therefore walk cir- 
cumfpecHy. They behold God in His 
Providential Difpenfations, wherein He 
pafleth before them; and they labour to 
keep their eyes fixed upon Him in all 
their ways, and to ad: as in His fight. 
This is to walk in Uprightnefs;- and 
fuch may appeal to God and fay with 

Hezekiah, 
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Hezekiah) Lord thou knowefl that I have 
walked with an upright heart. 

5. Walking in uprightnefs implies that 
we have upright Aims and Intentions in 
our Lives and A ft ions. Believers do 
make the Glory of God their chief and 
ultimate end. As far as we are lincere 
and upright w'c' have a fingie eye 
and pure aims ; and labour to move 
in a direct and flraight line to- 
wards that glorious End, the advance- 
ment of God's Honour. In this refped*, 
Their eyes look right on, and their eye-lids 
look flraight before them, as Pro v. 4. a 5-. 
The Upright feek to promote Gods 
Glory in all thefr ways : Whether they i 
eat or drink, or whatever they do, they do 
all to the Glory of God. And endeavour to 
fubordinate their inferiour interefts to 
this grand Defign. 

6. It intends that they aft thus in the 
whole courfe of their Lives. A Mans 
way is that which he accuftoms himfelf 
to. Agreably, ro walk in uprightnefs, 

. is 
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is to be upright at all times, and under 
all circumftances. Integrity and up- 
rightneis dopreferve Gods People in all 
company, in all conditions of life, and 
in every affair they engage in. This is 
the way and manner of theirlife. They 
are upright in a conflant and continued 
courfe of actions. In the frame and 
tenour of their lives they are upright, 
cxercifing themfelves in this, to keep a 
Qonfcience void of offence both towards God 
and towards Men. Indeed the Upright 
Man may fall once and again. They 
do fometimes go out of the way of 
God's Commandments ; but then they 
do not walk in the counfel of the ungod- 
ly, nor fland in the way of fmners. Tho' 
they fallfeven times, yet they rife again 
by Repentance, and return unto the 
Lord. The Upright are fteady and 
conflant in walking in the path of God's 
Commandments; they perlevere in their 
duty till they finifli their courfe, and ob- 
tain the end of their Faith. Pfal. 119.33. 

leach 
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Teach me, Lord, the wayofthyftatutes, 
and I Jhall keep it v.nto the end. Thus 
we have Briefly confidered a few parti- 
culars, to illuftrate the Character which 
is here given of the Righteous, when it 
is faid, That each one of them walketh m 
his uprightnefs. 

PROP. II. // is their Happinefs that 
they fball enter into Peace, and reft in 
their Graves, as in Beds. We proceed 
now to confider the Privilege & Blefled- 
nefs of the Upright. 

In this World God's Providence to- 
wards the Righteous and Wicked is very 
promifcuous, fo that no man knoweth 
love or hatred by all that is before 
them. Eccl. 9. 2.. All things come alike 
to all. There is one event to the righ- 
teous and to the wicked — r— Job 9. zx. 
He deftroyeth the per feci and the wicked. 
The Upright mud die as well as the 
Sinner, and to an eye of fenfe, the 
Righteous perifheth ; But then, Precious 
C x i n 
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in the ftght of the Lord u the death of his 
Saints. When they go the way of all 
the Earth, they go in Peace. Every 
Upright Man is a Son of Peace. The 
Lordjefus Chrift hath purchafed Peace 
for His People, and that in the moil 
comprehenfive fenfe of the word, and 
He will beftow it upon them. Pfal.84.1 1. 
For the Lord Goo" is a fun and jhield : the 
Lord will give grace and glory : na good 
thing will he wtthold from them that walk 
uprightly. When our SAVIOUR was 
about to leave this World He bequeath'd 
Peace to His Difciples as a rich Legacy. 
Joh. 14. zj. Peace I leave with you, my 

peace I give unto you, The Lord Je- 

fus Chrift is our Peace-maker. Col. 
i. 2.0. — -Havingmade peace thro the blood 

of his Crofs The chaftifements of our 

Peace were upon Him. He who is the 
Fathers only begotten Son, in whom 
He is ever well pleafed ,• was bruifed 
and wounded for the tranfgreflions of 
His People, that God might with Ho- 
nour 
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nour to all His Attributes, receive them 
into favour, and embrace them in tho 
Arms of His Everlafling Love. God 
hid His Face from Him for a time, when 
He uttered that ftrong and vehement 
Cry, My God ! My God ! Why haft thou 
forfaken me . J Now, this was that His 
People might enjoy the manifeflations 
of His Love, and walk upanc^ clown in 
the light of His Countenance. 

And as our Lord Died to purchafe 
this great and comprehenfive Good for 
His People ; fo He ever Lives to com- 
municate it to them. Now He is m Hea- 
ven, He doth not leave them Comfort- 
Icfs ; but comes unto them in the holy 
Influences and Confolations of His Spi- 
rit, who is the Comforter. All Divine 
Peace is laid up in Him, He is the proton 
dettkon, the firft Recipient ; God hath 
anointed Him with the Oyl of gladnds 
above his fellows, and from Him who is 
the Head this flows down to the Mem- 
bers of His Myftical Body, as the Oyl 

that 
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that anointed the Head of Aaron ran 
down to the skirts of his Garments. In 
His light they fee light. Being juftifyd 
by Faith they have Yeace with God. Being 
deliver d from the guilt and bondage of 
Sin, they have peace of Confcience and 
joy in the Holy Ghoft ; And thro' Chrifl 
become Heirs to the Inheritance of the 
Saints in Light. Thus I have endea- 
voured to {how the ground and founda- 
tion of that Peace which the Righteous 
do and fhall enjoy. I proceed to fpeak 
more directly to the Proportion before 
us, in a few Particulars. 

i. Sometimes God gives unto the Upright 
ahundance of peace, and more than ordinary 
tranquillity of mind towards the end of their 
lives ; fo that they finijh their courfe with 
Joy. God referves the bell Wine 'till 
laft, and gives the Upright ftrong and 
refreiliing Cordials when they lie upon 
a Death-Bed, and fland in moil need of 
them. Thus it isfometimes, and it may 
be many times, when thro' their weak- 

ncfTes, 
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neflcs, others can't obferve, and inter- 
meddle with their Joy. As they draw- 
nigh to the borders of the Heavenly 
Canaan, God fometimes takes them up 
into the Mount, and gives them fuch 
ravifhing views of that better Country, 
as make them even defire to pafs over 
Jordan, that they may poflefs it. * Phil. 

i. 13. Having a defire to depart In 

may be they have walked in darknefs ; 
but at evening there is light. They are 
fometimes enabled to fay with the Pfal- 
mifl, 7 ho 1 walk thro the valley of the fh a- 
clow of death, I will fear no evil : for thou 
art with me, thy rod and thy fiaff they 
comfort me, Pfal. 23, 4. Thus God lets 
His Servants depart in Peace, and they 
flnifli their courfe with joy. 

Tobefure, The Upright Die ianftate 
of favour and friendihip with God thro' 
Jefus Chrift. Suppofe God mould hide 
His Face in the hour of Death ; yet (Till 
He is their God ,• they die' in the Lord, 
and therefore there Death isfafe. There's 

not 
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not one drop of vindictive Wrath in this 
bitter cup. Their Saviour hath taflcd 
death for them, and thro death hath 
deftroyed him, which had the power of 
death, that u the Devil ; and therefore 
Death can't do them any real harm. 
They go in Peace when they leave the 
World, whatever doubts and fears may 
cloud their minds in the hour of Death ; 
and even thefc fliall all vanilh away as 
the morning Cloud, when their Souls 
are feparated from their Bodies. Which 
leads me to the Second thing. 

i. After peath the departed Spirits of 
the Upright do enter into Peace, and enjoy 
undiftiirbed Reft in the Paradije • of God. 
The troubles of good Men and their 
lives end together. Death is a MefTen- 
ger of Peace unto them, and brings them 
the joyful news, that there Warfare is 
accomplifhed. When an Upright Man 
Dies, God difmifseth Him to Reft, and 
fpeaks to him in the voice of His Pro- 
vidence, as to Daniel, Dan. 12. 13. — \ — 

Go 
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Co thou thy way till the end he : for thou. 

/halt refi . The faithful Servants of 

God who have born the heat and bur- 
den of the day, and have be£n worn out 
almoft with hard labours and bitter 
iliffcrings, find eafe and refrefhment at 
Death. Not as ifthe Souls of Believers 
were then laid afleep in a ftate of in- 
activity ; or did wholly ceafe from 
buftnels ; No! No! They live and adc, 
in a feparate ftate. They go to God, 
and joy n an innumerable company of An- 
gels, and the general Affemlly and Church 
of the firft lorn, in praifing and glorify- 
ing God in his Temple above. As the 
Four Animals, of whom it is faid, They 
reft not day and night, faying, Holy, Holy 

Holy, Lord. God Almighty : But then 

they enter into Peace, inafmuch as they 
are delivered from aH thofe hardfhips 
and difficulties which attend the fervicc 
of God in this Life ; in that they arc 
deliver'd from all the calamities of this 
prefent evil World, and receiv'd to a 
D place 
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place of inconceivable Delight and Re- 
frciliment ; to the Heavenly Jerufalem 
where the Prince of Peace reigns, and 
they enjoy Vifions of Peace. The Souls 
of Men don't penfh with their Bodies ; 
Death can't kill the Soul. The Man 
dies, the vital Union between the Soul 
and Body being difiblved ; and then 
the Body is' fount in Corruption. But the 
Soul is an indivifible,immatcrial, immor- 
tal Subftance. Indeed the Souls of Men 
depend on God for their continuance ; 
in Him they live and move and have 
their Being. God alone hath Immortality 
independently. But then they have 
no principles of Corruption in them- 
felves ; no created power can dcflroy 
them. Mat. 10. 28. And fear not them 
which kill the Body, hut are not alle to 
ml the Soul. This Truth, that the Souls 
of Believers do live, acl and -enjoy, in 
a fcparate ftate ; is written as with a 

Sun-beam in the Holy Scriptures. 2 Cor. 

5.8. We are confident, Ifay t and willing 

rather 
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rather to be abfe<nt from the body, and pre- 
fect with the Lord. Luk. 13. 43. And 
fefus faid unto him, Verily, I J ay unto the$, 
To day {halt thou he with me in Par ad if e. 
Heb. n.11,1^. But ye are come unto 

Mount Sion, and to God the Judge of 

all, and to the Spirits ofjufl Men, made 

per feci. Phil. 1. x^. Having a defire 

to depart, and to be with Ckrijt ; which is 
far better. There is a double compara- 
tive in the Original, word for word, by 
much more better. Thefe and many other 
Texts of Scripture do plainly declare 
that the Spirits of the Saints do exift 
in a feparate dace. 

Under this Second Particular, I fliall 
mention a few things briefly. 

(1.) When the Upright die they enter 
into Peace, all their painful Labours being 
at an end. At Death they aceomplim. 
as an hireling their day, and go to reap 
the precious fruits, and receive the gra- 
cious rewards of their Labours. They 
are then releas'd from the burden of 

jS D z their 
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their £tttf/tfr Employments : There is much 
toil and fatigue in our particular Callings. 
God faid unto Adam after his fail, Gen- 
3. 19. /» rtfc Jvoeat of thy face jhalt thou 
tat Bread, But now at Death Be- 
lievers are call'd ofFto higher Employ- 
ments, wherein they exercife themfelves, 
feeing altogether free from care,and pain, 
and wearineis. Again, The People of 
God meet with many difficulties, and 
great oppofition in working out their 
Salvation,,/ Strait is the gate, and narrow 
is the way which leads unto life, — Mat. 7. 
14. It is a perplexed, afflidedjperfecuted 
Way. We mud Agonize, as the word 
us'd, tuk. 13. za. fignifieth. We mufl 

wreftle, fight, endure hardnefs . But 

at Death the Saints reft from thefe toil- 
fom Labours. Rev. 14. 13. Bleffed are 
the dead which die in the Lord, — that they 
way reft from their labours ; and their 
works do follow them. 

(z.) At Death the Upright enter into 
Peace, being per fed ly deliver d from the 

body 
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body of death. In this life they have the 
remains of fin in them, as we have 
heard. They fee a law in their member s y 
warring againfi the law of their mind — ; 
They ligh and groan to be wholly de- 
li ver'd from the bondage of Corruption. 
The Sins of Believers do many times 
difturb their peace. Sometimes they 
provoke God by their iniquities to hide 
His Face from them, and to write bitter 
things againft them. Pfal. 38. 3. There 
is ho foundncjs in my flefh becaufe of thine 
anger : neither is there any reft in my 
bones, becaufe of my fin. ver. 8. / have 
roared by reafon of the difquietnefs of my 
heart. But after Death they will no more 
complain that their Sins interpofe as a 
thick cloud, and hide the light of God's 
Countenance from them. No more 
ihall they be bowed down heavily un- 
der the weight of their Sins ; but their 
Spirits being made perfect in Holinefs, 
they fhall be prefented faultlefs before the 
prefence of Cod s glory with exceeding joy. 
* While 
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While they are in this World, there 'are 
two contrary Principles in them, driving 
for the maftery. Gal. 5. 17. For the fie jb 
lufteth againfl the fpirit, and the fpirit 
againfl theflejh — . It is impoflible there- 
fore that they mould enjoy perfc&peacey 
while their Souls are the feat of war. But 
at Death the Graces of the Spirit obtain 
a compleat vi&ory over Sin, being per- 
fected in Glory. Now they complain 
that when they would do good, evil is pre- 
fent ; but in Heaven they will ferve 
God. continually without the lead mo- 
leflation from this enemy. And asCW- 
querors they fhall fit down with Chrift 
on His Throne, as he Overcame and 
fat down with His Father on His Throne. 
(3J At Death the Upright enter into 
Peace , being deliver d from Satan, and 
wicked Men, The Devil is the Tempter 
and Accufer of the Brethren. He hates 
die Chiidresi of God, envies them their 
Happineis, and doth his utmoii to hin- 
mrb them in their way to.it- 

lad 
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Indeed this roaring Lion wh® goes a- 
bout ieeking whom he may devour,ihall 
never be able to deftroy \o much as one 
of theie little Ones, who put their truft 
in Chrift. However while they are up- 
on Earth, he buffets them with his temp- 
tations, fhoots his fiery darts at them, 
and when permitted, raifeth Storms of 
Perfecution againft them. But now at 
Death God fends His Holy Angels to 
convoy the departed Spirits of Belie- 
vers thro' the darknefs of this World ; 
and tliefc Spiritual wickedneffes in high 
places, mall not be able to annoy them 
in their paiTagc. To be fure, this foul 
Serpent can't enter the Heavenly Para- 
dife, to tempt Gods People. Their 
Adverfary the Devil fliall never be able 
to ihoot an arrow into the Jernfalem 
which is above. At Death, the God of 
Peace doth m an eminent manner bruife 
Satan under their feet. Again, The Up- 
right are at Death delivered from wick- 
ed and ungodly Men. Thefeare the rod 
/^ '•'. of 
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of God's Anger whereby He oftentimes 
chaflifeth His own Children. They ma- 
ny times have reafon to complain ibme- 
thing as the Pfalmifl did,Pial. 1 10.5, — 7. 
Wo is me that 1 fojourn in Mefech; that 1 
dwell in the tents of KecLar. My foul 
hath long dwelt with him that hateth 
peace. There is enmity between the feed 
vj the Woman and the feed of the Serpent. 
Wicked Men who are feton Fire of Hell, 
doperfecute God's People ; tear and de- 
vour the Lambs of Chrift's Flock. But 
their power extends no further then this 
life. At Death the wicked ceafe from 
troubling ; And the Upright mall have 
dominion over them in the Morning. 

(4.) After Death the Upright enter 
into Peace, being joynd with the Spirits 
*fj u ft Men made perfetl in the Bufinefs 
and. Enjoyments of Heaven. When they 
Die they are carried by Angels into 
Abraham s bofbm, where they are Com- 
forted. They fit down with Abraham, 
{faac, and Jacob in their Father's King- 
dom .• 
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dom. When they remove from this 
World, where they are Strangers and 
Pilgrims, they go to dwell in that City 
of the Living God, where they enjoy 
a peaceable Habitation, fure Dwellings, and 
quiet Re fling Places; in that City which 
hath no need of the Sun, neither of the 
Moon to mine in it ; for the Glory of 
God doth enlighten it, and the Lamb 
is the Light thereof. There they are 
before the Throne, and ferve him in 
His Temple .• And He that fitteth on 
the Throne dwells among them.' The 
Lamb who is in the midft of the Throne 
feeds them, and leads them unto living 
Waters ; and God wipes away all tears 
from their Eyes. Thus they wait in 
a certain hope, and joyful Expectation 
for the redemption of their Bodies. 

3. The Bodies of the Upright do Refi 
in their Graves, as in Beds, when they 
die. Sleep is the image of Death,- and 
^Death is in Scripture frequently com- 
pared to Sleep. Deut. 31. j 6. And the 
E Lord 
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Lordfaih unto Mofcs, Behold, thou foal* 

jleep with thy Fathers Joh. n. ij. 

Our friend Lazzrusfleepeth — ver.13 - — 
Jefus ipake of his death — . When the 
Children of God leave this World, they 
enter into their Chambers. Their Souls 
return to the Lord, and enjoy Peace in 
the prefence of God, as we have alrea- 
dy heard ; And their Bodies do rett in 
the Grave, which is the Houfe appointed 
for all living. Job 1 7. 13. If I wait, the 
grave is mine houfe ; I have made my bed 
in the darknefs. ver. 16. — When our reft 
together s in the duft. While they are 
in this World, they fometimes complain 
with Job, 7, 4. When I lye down, I fay, 
when fb all I arife> —and I am full of 
f offings to and fro to the dawning of the 
day. But after Death, their Bodies are 
at reft, free from pain and all uneafinefs. 
At Death the bodily Organs ceafc to 
difcharge their refpedtive offices. The 
Eyes fee not, the Ears hear not, the 
Hands handle not, the Feet move not. 

There 
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There is no work in the Grave. Ac 
Death the Night comes wherein no 
Man can work, and the People of God 
go to reft ; they are put to Bed in the 
filent Grave, free from the jioife and 
hurry of this prefent Life ; There they 
lie itrll and arc quiet ; they ileep and 
are at reft. And in the Morning of the 
Refurredion they (hall awake, and a- 
rife with frefli vigour. We lie down in 
our beds at Night, that our exhaufle4 
fpirits may be recruited, and that we 
may with renewed ftrcngth engage in 
the bufinels of the Day. Agreably, 
When the Bodies of God s Children are 
laid in their Graves, it is in order to 
their arifing recruited and refrefhed at 
the laft Day. The bars of the Pit fhall 
not be about them forever. No, No. 
At the time appointed in God's Unchan- 
gible Decree, He will call, and they 
{hall anfwer, He will have a defire to 
the work of his Hands. Then the 
Upright luhofleep in the daft o) the Earth 
E * Ihfllf 
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fhall awake to Everlaftiug Life. The 
Dead in Chrift fhall rife. The dead 
Bodies of the Saints (hall arife and fhine, 
ivith the Glory of the Lord arifen upon 
them, ftrengthned to the Work and En- 
joyments of the Heavenly World. Then 
their glorious change fhall come. For 
their vile bodies fhall he changd, and 
fafhioned like to Chrift s Glorious Body. 
And then fhall they behold God's Face 
in righteoufnefs : they fhall be fatisfied, 
when they awake, with His likenefs. 
Their Bodies will then be redeemed from 
the power ofthe Grave. Their Corrup- 
tible fhall put on Incorruption, their 
Mortal Immortality, and Death fhall 
be fwallowed up in Victory. 

4. After the Refurreftion the Upright y 
their whole Man, Soul and Body, being 
glorified, fhall enter into perfeff Veace^ 
and enjoy Everlafting Reft in the Hea- 
venly World. At Death their departed 
Spirits enter into the joy of their Lord. 
At the Day of Judgment, their £ouIs 

and 
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and Bodies being reunited ; they fliali 
be openly acknowledged and acquitted ; 
And when the Bufinefs of the Great 
Day is finiflied, they fliall afcend with 
their Glorious Redeemer, and ever be ' 
with the Lord. Then God will open 
the Gates of the Heavenly Jerufalem 
and the Righteous fliall have an abun- 
dant and triumphant Entrance into-thrt 
high and holy Place, where they fliall 
be kept in perfect Peace for ever and 
ever. There is a Reft which remains for 
the People of God in Heaven, an Eternal 
and uninterrupted Sabbatilm. There 
are Manjions of Glory prepared for them, 
and when they are flx'd and fettled in 
them, they will dwell at eafe, and move 
no more. There • God's Countenance 
will behold the Upright with thegreatefl 
complacency, and they fliall rejoyce in 
the Lord with an exceeding great Joy, 
There they fliall have the full Enjoy- 
ment of the God of Peace, and in His 
Prefence obtain Fulnefs of Joy, and 

Pleafures 
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P leaf ures for ever mere. God the Father 
will embrace them in the Arms of His 
Everlafting Love ; God the Son will 
dweil with them, and they fhall behold 
His Glory ; God the Holy Spirit, the 
Spi tit of Glory, fhall reft upon them, 
and fill them with Grace and Comfort. 
The Kingdom pf God in this World is 
Righteouihefs and Peace ; what then 
fhall the Kingdom of Glory be ? Then 
they will Reft indeed ; for all their wants 
fhall be fully fupplied, their defires 
perfectly fatisfled, and their BlefTednefs 
confummated. In Heaven they will 
have the cleareft Knowlege of God, of 
J-Iis Glorious Perfections, and Counfels 
and Works; particularly, they will have 
A moft raviming view of the moft won- 
derful and myfterious Work of Re- 
demption in its Perfection and Accom- 
plishment. Then they will reach the 
Centre of their wiihes, hopes, and de- 
fires, and therefore they will Reft. There 
will be nothing to hinder them from the 

perfect 
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perfed: exercile of their Graces. They 
will ad and enjoy in the mod perfed: 
manner, all their Powers being exerted 
in the Service of God, and being com- 
pleatly iatisfied in Him. I might go 
on, and fay, They will then be made 
Equal to the Angels in- Heaven, and meet 
Companions for thofe Glorified Spirits. 
They will then enjoy the Communion of 
Saints in its full beauty and perfedion. 
At prefent there remain much fin and 
imperfection* in the befl, which is apt 
to weaken the Union, and difturb the 
Peace of the mod holy Societies upon 
Earth. But in Heaven all the hindran- 
ces of Peace will be done away, and the 
Children of God will be Of one Hearty 
and one Soul. There will be no diffe- 
rence in opinion, nodiilancein afredion y 
their knowlege & love being perfected. 
There are no mifunderftandings, no ill 
humours, no envy, no uncharitable jea- 
loufies among the Saints in Light. " The 
" Millions of Celeftiai Inhabitants com- 

" pofe 
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pofe but one Society, Love mixing in 
" one Mafs of Light and Glory, all their 
" Underftandings and Wills. In a 
Word, Their Reft will be Glorious and 
Everlafting. The Church Catholick 
fhall then be prefenud a Glorious Churchy 
and her Glory fhall never fade away. 
Certainly then the Upright fhall enter 
into Peace, and enjoy it in the moil 
comprehenfive fenfe, 

APPLICATION. 

USE. /. Shall the Upright enter 
into Peace — Learn , that the Upright are 
Bleffed. Bleffed are the undefiled in the. 
tvay, who walk in the law of the Lord ; 
Pfal. 119. 1. Light is [own for the righ- 
teous, and gladnefs for the upright in 
heart. And in a little time they fhall 
reap the full Harvefi. When they fhall 
eat of the peaceable fruits of righteouf- 
nefs, and be fatisfied. Let their trou- 
bles be never fo many in this Life, yet 

it 
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it fliall be well with them in the Con- 
clufion : Ifai. 3. 10. Say ye to the righ- 
teous that it fhall be well with him : for 
they fhall eat the fruit of their doings. 
They have their fruit unto holinefs, and 
therefore their End (hall be Eternal Life. 
Their Condition muft needs be good 
and happy, which ends ib well. The 
Upright are the bleffed of the Lord, 
and therefore they are bleffed indeed. 
US E II. Shall the. Upright enter 

into Peace, Then the Wicked can 

have no true peace, either in the hour of 
Deaths or after their Diffolution. Con- 
traries have contrary Confequences. If 
the Righteous hath hope in his Death ; 
then the hope of the Hypocrite (hall peri fh. 
Ifai. 48. 22.. There is no peace, faith the 
Lorcl, unto the wicked. When they cry 
Peace I Peace ! fudden deftruction fliall 
come upon them. If their Confidences 
I awake in this Life, they muft needs be 
like the troubled Sea when it can't reft. 
But fuppofe they ihould doze on in, 
F their 
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their Carnal Security ; and there mould 
be no hands in their Death y yet after 
Death they will awake, and lift up their 
eyes in Torment. Then ditlrels and 
anguilh ihall fcize upon them, and they 
will be utterly conlum'd with terrors. 
They mudmake their bed in Hell y where 
the Worm never dies, and the Fire is not 
quenched. They muft he down in forrow, 
and awake to fhame and everlafting 
contempt, at the Great Day, when they 
will call to the Rocks and Mountains 
to hide them from the Wrath of God and 
the Lamb, but in vain : For in that ter- 
rible Day of the Lord they mall be fared 
to appear before the Judgment Seat of 
Jefus Chrift, and be doom'd to furTer 
the pains of Eternal Death. O that fe- 
cure Sinners might be awakened, and 
be perfwaded by the terrors of the 
Lord to be reconciled unto Him, and to 
make their Peace with Him. Confider 
this, ye that forget God y left he tear you 
in pieces i and there be none to deliver.

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3. Infer. That Believers jhould never he 
weary of we 11- doing ; nor yet faint under 
their Sufferings. Shall they enter into 
Feace, and Heft when they Die > Sure- 
ly, they are then ftrongly oblig'd to 
work the Works of Him that fent them, 
while they live. O it becomes them to 
be not jlothful in bufinefs ; fervent in fpi- 
ritferving the Lord ! Seeing that when 
they die, they mall reft from their La- 
bours, and their Works mall follow them. 
O Believer ! there is a Glorious and Ex- 
ternal Reft remains for thee in Heaven ; 
and wilt thou not be diligent in thy 
Lord's Bufinefs while upon Earth ? 
Certainly it is thy Duty and Tntereft fo 
to be. Yea furthermore, if God in His 
Providence mould call you to fufTer 
Affliction, it becomes you to bear His 
Hand with a quiet Submiflion, neither 
repining nor fainting when rebuked of 
Him ; For thefe Troubles which are 
for the prefent not joyous hut grievous, 
fh all yield the peaceable fruits of righte- 
F 2, vufnefs. 
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oufnefs. By your prefent Sorrows God 
is doing you good for your latter End, 
and preparing you for perfect Peace in 
Heaven. Lift up your heads then, Be- 
hold] the time of Refrelhment draws 
nigh. In a little time you will have 
your Qyietus. In a little time you mall 
alcend to the Heavenly Zion with Songs, 
and Everlafting Joy upon your heads ; 
you fhall obtain joy and gladnefs-, and 
for row andfighing [ball flee away. 

Here I might lay that this Confidera- 
tion affords a refrefhing Cordial to fucfr 
as are Mourning, being bereaved of Pi- 
ous Relatives. They Sleep in Jefus y 
and are entred into Pc~ce. O let not 
this Confolaiion of God be [mail with you / 
While you fow in Tears, they renp injoy. 
Let this then mitigate your Sorrow, 
affwage your Grief. Weep not for them, 
hut for your felves : Your Eols is their 
Goin. 

4. // is therefore our fluty to mark the 
Perfecl Man, and behold the Upright.

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Pfal. 37. 37. Mark the perfecl Man^ and 
lehold the Upright : for the end of that 
Man is peace. We inould obferve Up- 
right Men in their holy Walk with God, 
that we may follow their Faith, cona- 
denng the end of their Converiation. 

A Perfon of this Character, the Ho- 
nourable Major-General WINTHROP, 
was carried to his Sepulchre the lafl 
Week.

His Honourable Father || was for fe- 
verai Years an Afliftant of this Colony, 
and afterwards the Governour of Con- 
necticut, for whom He procured the 
Charter under which They now enjoy 
their Precious and Valuable Privileges.

This Honourable Perfon was Him- 
felf a Friend and Father to his Country, 
and had the Religion and Liberties of 
tfeiv-Evgland much at heart, being a 
Lover of Truth and Juft'ce. 

He was a skilful Phyfician, and ge- 
neroufly gave, not only his Advice, 
but alio his Medicines for the healing 
of the Si ck, which by the BlefTing of 
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God. 
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God, were made fuccelsful for the Re- 
covery of many. He was wdl skill'd 
in Philoibphy : But above all, wc 
have good reafon to believe that he 
had learnt CHRIST, and that he now 
Sleeps in JESUS. 

Ic is an honour to Bofion, that it 
was the Place of his Nativity.

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5. Let us all be Exhorted to Walk in 
Uprightnejs hejore the Lord : Let us di- 
ligently improve His Providences and.
